As finally adopted the Rose substi­ 
tute submits to the people the plain 
proposition of for or against prohibi­ 
tion. 
If the majority vote is affirm­ 
ative the provision establishing prohi­ 
bition in the Indian Territory and the 
Indian 
reservation to be in 
effect 
throughout the entire state. 
If prohibition is defeated, it will be 
the duty of the first state legislature to 
enact laws for the regulation of the 
liquor traffic in what is now Oklahoma 
territory’. 
Should prohibition receive a majority 
of the votes cast the barter, sale or 
giving away of intoxicating liquors 
within the state will be unlawful for a 
period of 21 years from the date of ad­ 
mission of the state to the union. 
A fine of not less than $50 and im­ 
prisonment for not less than 30 days is 
prescribed for any violation of this pro­ 
vision. 
Power is reserved to the legislature, 
however to provide for the establish­ 
ment of one agency in each incorpor­ 
ated town of not less than 2,000 popu­ 
lation for the sale of liquors for medi­ 
cinal purposes. 
In a county without a 
town of that size one such agency may 
be established somewhere within the 
county.

CREAM POR CREAM ERY. 


Some General 
Rule* Which Should 
Be Observed on the Farm. 


Jam es M cCrea of P ittsburg has assum ed the 
reins of governm ent of the Pennsylvania railroad 
lines, having been elected to succeed A. J. C assatt 
as president of the company. He was also elected 
to all the vacancies created by the death of Mr. 
Cassatt. 
T hat Mr. McCrea was fully in accord with the 
•policy of Mr. C assatt and that he will go on with 
the labors begun by him was assured by his an ­ 
nouncement m ade directly after his election. 
Like Mr. Cassatt, Mr. M cCrea began at the 
very bottom of the ladder. 
Born in Philadelphia 
on May I, 1848, he entered railroad service in 
June, lSt>5. as rodm an and assistant engineer with 
the Connellsville & Southern P ennsylvania rail­ 
road and rem ained in th a t position for tw o years. 
H e then took the position of rodm an on th e W ilm ington & R eading railroad. 
In I SGS he becam e an assistan t engineer of the Allegheny Valley. 
In IS* I he 
went to the Pennsylvania and successively becam e an assistan t engineer and 
division suprintendent, m anager, general m anager and fourth vice president 
of the Pennsylvania lines west of Pittsburg. 
He wds soon prom oted to the 
second vice presidency and since ISSI has been first vice president. 
McCrea also has been identified with o th er railroads. 
Since Septem ber 
S. 1S93, he has been president of the Cincinnati & Muskegon Valley railroad; 
since January 15. I S9G, president of the T erre H aute & Indianapolis, and since 
August I, I S9G, president of the Grand Rapids & Indiana. 


WILL DIRECT CAMPAIGN 


W ith the retirem en t of George B. Cortelyou 
H arry S. New of Indiana becomes acting chair­ 
m an of the Republican national com m ittee. 
For 
several years Mr. New has been vice chairm an 
of the organization. 
On num erous occasions he 
has dem onstrated ability as a party leader, not­ 
ably during the last presidential campaign, when 
he was in charge of the w estern quarters of the 
national committee. 
In that position he exerted 
himself in rolling up the trem endous plurality for 
Roosevelt and Fairbanks. 
He lias a wide ac­ 
quaintance with public men and 
is very popular 
personally.

A Discussion as to the Benefit of tho

Maj. Gen. Jesse M. l>ee. recently detached 
from com m and of the departm ent of the Visayas, 
in the Philippines, has been placed on the retired 
list of the arm y by operation of law, on account 
of age. and Brig. Gen. J. Franklin Bell, chief of 
staff, the senior officer in his grade, prom oted 
m ajor general.

He was then appointed second lieutenant. Ninth 
cavalry, and becam e captain, Seventh cavalry, in 
March.

E ntering as a m ajor of 
engineers, he subsequently com m anded the T hir 
sixth United States volunteer infantry, aud was appointed brigadier general 
of volunteers in December, 1899. 
In recognition of his callant services, the president promoted him in 
F e b ru a ry . 1901, from captain. Seventh cavalry, to brigadier general in the 
regular arm y. 
W hile acting as superintendent of the G eneral Staff college 
at Leavenworth. Ran., last spring he was sum m oned to W ashington for duty 
as chief of staff to succeed Lieut. Gen. John C. Bates, retired.

handled as follows: Read the book of 
instruction sent out by the separator 
flfin. 
Insist on the separator and all 
the utensils th at come in contact with 
tile milk being cleaned every time 
they are used. 
One of th e reasons 
why so m uch poor cream is delivered 
is because the farm er has not a suit­ 
able place to keep it. 
T he following plan has worked sat­ 
isfactorily. 
It requires an oil barrel 
burned out, placed in th e milk house 
or betw een the pump and the stock 
w atering 
tank. 
Between 
the 
first 
and second hoop drill six or eight one- 
inch holes at equal distances. 
Ju st 
below the second hoop drill one l lir 
inch hole. 
T he w ater pipe from the 
well to en ter at this point. 
On the 
inside of th e barrel place a wooden 
tro u g h to carry the w ater to the bot­ 
tom of the barrel. 
In the side of the 
barrel, netx to the w ater tank, and 
above the third hoop, drill a two-inch 
hole and connect this with a pipe to 
carry the w ater to the tank. 
A tight 
box can be used in place of the bar­ 
rel. 
An arrangem ent of the above de­ 
scription will hold all the cream pro­ 
duced upon an average- farm and the 
cream will be in a fairly good condi­ 
tion for a four-day per week delivery 
—pfCA Ming th a t all the w ater needed 
for the stock has been passed through 
this barrel. 
W e often 
underestim ate 
the 
im­ 
portance of frequent deliveries. 
The 
average producer of milk has not the 
facilities to keep the cream m ore than 
three days and even then in a number 
of cases the cream is not in a fit con­ 
dition to be m ade into butter of good 
quality. 
It is tru e that the cost of 
getting the cream to the cream ery 
must be considered, but it should not 
be done at the expense of quality. 
As a rule the best results are ob 
tallied when the cream is delivered by 
the producer or when several patrons 
in one com m unity take turn about tc 
a l i t e r the cream . 
W hen this method 
'•annot he followed and the cream can 
not be shipped by rail, do the next ! 
best thing, 
that of 
collecting the 
cream by m eans of th e regular cream 
haulers. 
The m an in charge of the j 
wagon should 
know the 
grade 
of 
cream desired. 
He should be a man 
that would trea t all farm ers alike and 
if he found a few of the fa n n ers were 
not taking proper care of the cream ' 
he should be able to give them a little 
friendly advice. 
The m ost 
satisfactory 
method of 
handling the cream on the wagon is 
to use the 30-gallon jacketed cans, 
fitted up 
with floats. 
T he 
wagon 
should bo covered 
and 
fitted 
with 
springs. 
The driver should be fu r-1 
nished with a scale, a pail with a re­ 
movable cover, a stirrer, the base be­ 
ing of heavy rubber, to be used to 
serape down the cream from th e can. 
The hauler should not rinse out the 
farm er's cans with water. 
He should 
have one small dipper and a sample 
case to hold enough bottles to enable 
him to leave one for each patron, 
lie 
should also have a book containing 
the patrons* nam es and num bers. The 
bottles should be the heavy ones with 
the five inch tubes ra th e r than the 
cues with the nine inch tubes. 
They 
hold more and are easier to fill and 
empty. 
Make regular trips. 
Call on all the 
patrons, except when they have told 
you they would churn. 
Never fail to 
call for the cream b eca u se the patron 
lias a small am ount and thinks he can 
hold it until the next time. 
One gal­ 
ilei of off flavored cream will spoil sev­ 
eral gallons. 
Weigh all of the patron’s cream in 
your own pall. 
Do not tak e out th e sample for test­ 
ing until you have weighed and thor-

it had kept before.

variety was still sound in June. 
T he 
sam e 
experim enters, 
say9 
Fanners* Review, in some 
previous 
tests had shown th a t the trees and 
fruit w ere greatly injured by having 
the whole orchard area in grass, am i 
they were greatly surprised to find. 
th a t the results of a partial covering 
of grass was beneficial. 
It was shown 
by investigation that little of the roots 
of the trees entered the grassy area, 
but th at they obtained some kind of 
m aterial that they did not find in the 
soil that had no grass. In a rej>ort the 
experim enters, referring to this fact, 
say: 
“ Yet the roots that reached into 
the grass ground m ust have conveyed 
to the trees som ething th a t had the 
power to modify the whole ch aracter 
of the crop. 
This points strongly to 
the view that the action of the grass 
is due to some active poison.” 
This is a new phase of the subject 
that should have 
further study on 
both sides of the Atlantic. It requires 
thousands of experim ents to thorough­ 
ly dem onstrate a fact of this kind, and 
we caution our readers against leap­ 
ing to the conclusion that the general 
quality of our apples can be greatly 
Improved by at once partially grassing 
over the orchards. 
A single series of 
experim ents should not be taken 
as 
an index of w hat is profitable, 
for 
there are m any unknow n quantities 
entering into such experim ents.

The 
sentimental side of orcharding favors 
the grassy carpet under the trees, for 
who could have a sentiment 
toward 


the orchard area kept so thoroughly 
worked that there would be a dust 
mulch over it in a dry time and a 
mud carpet over it In a wet time? So 
far, the experiments have seemed to 
show very much In favor of clean cul- 
ture -of the orchard area as against 
the grass covering. 
In England some orchardists under 


direction of 
an 
experiment station 


pave begun the investigation of the 
effects of a half covering of grass. 
The experiments have not been con- 
ducted for enougii years to be

clusive, but some remarkable results 
have been obtained, which

It requires 
thousands of experiments to thorough 
15- demonstrate a fact of this kind, and 
we caution our readers against leap- 
ing to the conclusion that the general 
quality of our apples can be greatly 
improved by at once partially grassing 
over the orchards. A single series of 
experiments should not be talveu "" 
an Index of what Is profitable, 
there are many unknown quantities 
entering into such experiments.

of the apples on trees. 


Depth to Set Trees. 


It is often advised to set the trees 


In the orchard two or more Inches 
deeper than they were In the nursery 
row. 
So far as our knowledge of ex- 


periments goes, this practice is not 
followed by results either good or bad, 
and this would Indicate that the mat- 
tetr is of little or no Importance. In 
an English experiment, the 
experi- 


menters report that "planting trees 
four inches too high or too low has 
not made any difference in the results 
obtained, the trees having readily ad- 
justed themselves to their 
normal 


level. Trees appear to sink Into the 
ground as they grow." This appear- 
ance is doubtless due to the pushing 
up of the earth by the enlarging of 
roots. 


Varieties of Fruit. 


Varieties of fruit 
are 
constantly 


changing. Many of the new varieties 
are no improvement on the old and 
are widely sold simply because widely 
advertised. A farmer should hold to 
the old and tried varieties till he la 
sure he can put something better In 
their places. 


Age at Apple Tree*. 


- Experiments In westetrn New York 
nave shown that apple trees ot the 
long-lived varieties, such as Baldwin, 
Kmg, Twenty-ounce and Spy, give the 
largest yield of fruit when 46 years: 
old, and trees 66 years old yield more 
largely than tree* ot 20.

Should prohibition receive a majority, 


of the vrtes cast the barter, sale or 
giving away of intoxicating liquors 
within the state will be unlawful for a 
period of 21 years from the date of ad- 
mission of the state to the union. 


A fine of not less than $50 and im- 


prisonment for not less than 30 days is 
prescribed for any violation of this pro- 
vision. 


Power is reserved 'to the legislature, 


however to provide for the establish- 
ment of one agency in each incorpor- 
ated town of not less than 2,000 popu- 
lation for the sale of liquors for medi- 
cinal purposes.

CREAM rX 


Some Gen to I Rule* Which Should 


Be Observed on the Farm. 


The cream 
separator should be 


handled as follows: Read the book ot 
Instruction sent out by the separator 
&rin. Insist on the separator and all 
the utensils that come in contact with 
the milk being cleaned every time 
they are used. 
One of the reasons 


why so much poor cream is delivered 
Is because the farmer has not a suit- 
able place to keep It. 


The following plan has worked sat- 


isfactorily. 
It requires an oil barrel 


burned out, placed In the milk bouse 
or between the pump and the stock 
watering 
tank. 
Between 
the first 


and second hoop drill six or eight one- 
Inch holes at equal distances. 
Just 


below the second hoop drill one 1%- 
inch hole. The water ptpe from the 
well to enter at this point. 
On the 


inside of the barrel place a wooden 
trough to carry the water to the bot- 
tom of the barrel. In the side of the 
barrel, netx to the water tank, and 
above the third hoop, drill a two-Inch 
hole and connect this with a pipe to 
carry the water to the tank. A tight 
box can be used in place of the bur- 
l-el. An arrangement of the above de- 
scription will hold all the cream pro- 
duced upon an average- farm and the 
cream will be In a fairly good condi- 
tion for a four-day per week delivery 
—?rt>JA'.ng that all the water needed 
iv* the stock has been passed through 
this barrel. 


We often 
underestimate 
the Im- 


portance of frequent deliveries. 
The 


average pruducer of milk has not the 
facilities to keep the cream more than 
three days and even then In a number 
of cases the cream is not In a fit con 
dltlon to be made Into butter of good 
quality. It la true that the cost ot 
getting the cream to the creamery 
must be considered, but It should not 
be done at the expense of quality. 


As a rule the best results are ob 


tainetl when the cream Is delivered by 
the producer or when, several patrons 
in one community take turn about tc 
ats'.irfr the cream, When this method 
~annot be followed and the cream can 
not be shipped by rail, do the next 
best thing, that of 
collecting the 


cream by means of the regular cream 
haulers 
The man in charge of the 


wagon should 
know the 
grade of 


cream desireci. He should be a man 
that would treat all farmers alike and 
If he found a few of the farmers were 
not taking proper cure of the cream 
he should be able to give them a little 
friendly advice. 


The most 
satisfactory method of 


handling the cream on the wagon is 
to use the 30-gallon jacketed cans, 
fitted up 
with floats 
The 
wagon 


should be covered and 
fitted 
with 


springs 
The driver should be fur 


nishecl with a scale, a pail with a re- 
mo\able cover, a stiner, the base be- 
ing of heavy rubber, to be used to 
scrape down the cream from the can. 


The hauler should not rinse out the 


farmer's cans with water. He should 
have one small dipnoi and a sample 
case to hold enough bottles to enable 
him to leave one for each patron 
He 


should also have a book containing 
the patrons' names ami numbers. The 
bottles should be the heuvj- ones with 
the five-inch tubes rather than the 
ones with the nine Inch tubes 
They 


hold more and aie easier to fill ami 
emptv 


Make regular trips

pations. except when they have told

Never fail to 


call for the cream because the patrnn 
has a small amount and thinks he can 
hold it until the next time

Kv of off-flavored cream will spoil sev- 
eral gallons.

The people that be- 
lieve tn keeping the orchard grassed 
say that It saves a great deal of labor 
to keep the land covered with sod and 
that the fruit when it falls on

ground does not become soiled. The 
sentimental Bide of orcharding favors 
the grassy carpet under the trees, for

the orchard area kept so thoroughly- 
worked that there would be a dust 
mulch over It in a dry time and a 
mud carpet over It tn a wet time?

effects of a half covering of grass. 
The experiments have not been con- 
ducted for enouglft years to be 
con- 


clusive, but some remarkable results 
have been obtained, which are 
not 


easily explained. The old New Eng- 
land plan of digging up the ground 
Cor a distance of about six feet from 
each tree was followed. In some of 
the experiments this circle of grass 
came to within five and a half feet of 
the trees. It was a surprise to the ex- 
perimenters that the fruit 
on 
the 


orchards so treated was double that 
on the trees not so treated. 
Fruit 


which normally was green streaked 
with red became deep red In color 
and In storage kept much better than 
It had kept before. One variety kept 
three months longer than It had been 
In the habit of keeping and another 
variety was still sound in June. 


The 
same 
experimenters, 
says 


Fanners' Review, In some 
previous 


tests had shown that the trees and 
fruit were greatly injured by having 
tiie whole orchard area in grass, andl 
they were greatly surprised to find' 
that the results of a partial covering 
of grass was beneficial. It was shown 
by Investigation that little ol the roots 
of the trees entered the grassy area, 
but that they obtained some kind of 
material that they did not find In the 
soil that had no grass. In a report the 
experimenters, referring to this fact, 
say: "Yet the roots that reached Into 
the grass ground must have conveyed 
to the trees something that had the 
power to modify the whole character 
of the crop. This points strongly to 
the view that the action of the grass 
Is due to some active poison." 


This Is a new phase of the subject 


that should have further study on 
both sides ot the Atlantic. It requires 
thousands of experiments to thorough 
ly demonstrate a fact of this kind, and 
we caution our readers against leap- 
ing to the conclusion that the general 
quality of our apples can be greatly 
improved by at once partially grassing 
over the orchards. 
A single series of 


experiments should not be taken as 
an index of what Is profitable, 
for 


there are many unknown quantities 
entering into such experiments.

Across these, 
AS shoftn In the cut, he placed two 
other pianks, extending out from the 
wagon. With a quiet team 
the cor- 


respondent reports that it Is compara- 
tively easy to reach a large per cent. 
of the apples on trees. 


Depth to Set Trees. 


It is often advised to set the trees 


in the orchard two or more Inches 
deeper than they were in the nursery 
row, 
So far as our knowledge of ex- 


periments goes, this practice Is not 
followed by results either good or bad, 
and this would indicate that the mat- 
tetr Is of little or no importance. In 
an English experiment, the 
experi- 


menters report that "planting trees 
four inches too high or too low has 
not made any difference in the results 
obtained, the trees having readily ad- 
justed themselves to their 
normal 


level. Trees appear to sink Into the 
ground as they grow." This appear- 
ance is doubtless due to the pushing 
up of the earth by the enlarging of 
roots. 


Varieties of Fruit. 


Varieties of fruit 
are 
constantly 


changing. Many of the new varieties 
are no improvement on the old and 
are widely sold simply because widely 
advertised. A farmer should hold to 
the old and tried varieties till he Is 
sure he can put something better In 
their places. 


Age of Apple Trees. 


- Experiments In westetrn New York 
have shown that apple trees of the 
Jong-lived varieties, such as Baldwin, 
King, Twenty-ounce and Spy, give the 
largest yield ot fruit when 45 years: 
old, and trees 65 years old yield more 
largely than trees ot 24.
